Allies Make Big 
Effort 


To Seize Initiative 
SAIGON (AP)- Allied forces 


are sweeping through hills, 
plains and jungles in six wide* 
spread operations designed to 
seize the initiative from the ene. 
my and so far 1,888 Viet Cong 
and North Vietnamese have 
been killed, the U.S. Command 
disclosed Thursday. 


The command lifted the veil 


of secrecy from five new drives 
rangingfrom near Saigon to the 
coastal plains 300 miles to the 
northeast. Some were begun two 
months ago, before the enemy 
on Jan. 31 went on the rampage 
in the Tet— lunar new year—of- 
fensive. Thousands of allied 
troops then had to be pulled out 
of the field to deal with the Viet 
Cong in the cities. 


There are about 10,000 U.S. 


troops assigned to these opera, 
tions, far short of the 50,000 
American 
and 
South Viet* 


namese soldiers who sin*ce 
March 11 have been pressing 
the war's biggest drive around 
Saigon. 


While the multiple drives may 


keep the enemy off balance, 
there obviously have been no 
major battles since the casualty 
figures are light for such a long 
operation. 


The slackened pace of the 


fighting was reflected by the 
U.S. Command report that few- 
er American and enemy soi. 
diers were killed last week than 
in previous weeks. The toll was 
336 Americans and 3,197 enemy 
killed, compared with 509 and 
5,168 last week. 


The 
five 
newly disclosed 


American drives have killed 799 
of the enemy. The big push 
around Saigon has accounted 
for 1>089 more.

Johnson said, on victories of 
young men going out to help the 
Vietnamese people in the pacifi- 
cation program with programs 
of health, education, agricul- 
hire, and public works.

prepared statement at a news 
conference. 


He left the door open, howev. 


er, for a draft. He said: 


"I have said that I stood 


ready to answer to any true and 
meaningful call from the Re. 
publican party to serve it and 
the nation. 1 still so stand. 1 
would be derelict or uncandid 
were I to say otherwise. 


He said he has taken his name 


off the ballot for the Oregon 
presidential primary, May 28, 
filing with the Oregon secretary 
of state, an affidavit that he is 
not a candidate. 


At the same time, the gover- 


nor said, he has sent telegrams 
to the numerous draft. Rockef el. 
ler organizations 
that have 


formed acro&s the country ask. 
ing them to halt their efforts on 
his behalf. 


The announcement caused a 


major political surprise, not 
least in Oregon, where leaders 
of the draft Rockefeller commit, 
tee obviously had no advance 
word. Only minutes before the 


governor's announcement, Wil. 
llam F. Moshofsky, vice chair- 
man of the committee, prepared 
a statement saying, "Obviously 
we are tremendously pleased 
and excited about Gov. Rocke.

Gov. Tom McCall of Oregon,

Rockefeller appeared utterly

Every candidate tries to make 


maximum use of that biggest 
television bandwagon of all, the 
evening news programs. First 
of all, he can reach millions of 
persons unburdened by televi- 
sion's prohibitive costs and the 
red tape of getting air clear, 
ance. And, in addition, it has a 
built-in credibility not always 
found in paid broadcasts. 


But those in television news 


are Inclined to minimize its per. 
suasive powers.

HOUSTON, Tex. (AP) — The 


mating call of the prairie chick, 
en is rarely heard in the land 
around Ellington Air Force 
Base here. 


A helicopter with a net has 


captured 68 of an estimated 
population of 80 prairie chick, 
ens, the Texas Parks and Wild, 
life Department said Thursday. 


Even a small bird sucked into 


a jet intake can rum an engine 
worth $100,000 and endanger the 
pilot's life. Astronaut Theodore 
C. Freeman, landing at Elling- 
ton, was killed when his jet 
trainer collided with a goose. 


The might and brains of the 


Air Force, space administra- 
tion, the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service, Texas A&M University 
and the State Parks and Wildlife 
Department only tugged and 
hauled at the problem, inching 
toward victory, until a biologist 


with the Federal Wildlife Serv. 
ice thought of helicopters. - 


The technique is as simple as 


a hawk chasing rabbits. The 
chopper searches until a chick, 
en is flushed. It chases the bird 
until it tires, flops to the ground 
and attempts to hide. This 
usually takes about eight min- 
utes. The chopper settles over 
the bird with the net. A crew, 
man jumps out and catches the 
bird. 


Half the birds have been tak. 


en to Refugio County, whose 
prairie chicken population was 
almost destroyed by Hurricane 
Car la in 1961. The other half are 
at Texas A&M, where studies 
are being conducted on how to 
persuade the rare bird— techni. 
cally known as Attwater's prai- 
rie chicken-to reproduce in 
captivity.

RESOLUTION-Last month the 
Republican Senate leadership 
Introduced a resolution in the 
upper chamber that on the sur- 
face at least seemed innocent 
enough, but it fell by the way. 
side upon introduction. 


The resolution pointed out that 


inasmuch as the official name 
of tbe "Sales and Use Tax" 
had been changed to the "Tax 
Act for Education" (to under- 
score of course tbe point that 
sales tax revenues go exclusive- 
ly for education) the name of 
the "Bureau of Sales and Use 
Tax" in the Department of Rev- 
enue should also be changed to 
the "Education Tax Bureau".

What saems to have happened

plete new development as some* 
thing both incomplete and Just 
now beginning to be fully visi- 
ble.m the broadest sense, there 
has been a shift from organi- 
zation politics to participation 
politics. This pronouncement 
will not surprise anyone who 
has been watching post-war 
trends — for instance the shift 
of the population out of the old 
pattern of a Republican country- 
side and Democratic cities into 
more homogeneous suburbs. 


But the decision of Robert 


Kennedy to oppose President 
Johnson's renomination Is the 
startling evidence of how far 
the trend has gone. And if 
either Kennedy or Eugene Mc- 
Carthy should win the Demo, 
cratic nomination, it will no 
longer be seen as a trend but 
as a sort of constitutional revo- 
lution in the way the nation 
chooses leaders. 


Thirty-six years ago when 


President Hoover was in deep 
political trouble as the depres. 
sion fastened itself on America, 
Joseph France otMaryland de- 
feated him in several primaries 
but the Hoover-dominated Re- 
publican leaders and organiza- 
tion never gave him or anyone 
else a chance. They renomi- 
nated the President as if he 
had some divine right. 


Twenty years ago, wheaHarry 


Truman was in obvious trouble, 
some 
Democrats 
bestirred 


themselves more actively in 
search of another candidate, 
nibbling at Dwight Elsenhower 
among others. Again, there was 
never a real chance of denying 
the President the renoroinatton 
he was determined to wrest 
from the organization he con- 
trolled. 


Such a denial has been as- 


sumed to be the next thing to 
impossible. A president can 
control the party organization 
too tightly; to repudiate him is 
to repudiate the party's own 
work and its own record over 
the past four years; more Im- 
portant, it is sure to split the 
party and make victory in No- 
vember impossible. 


The real reason Kennedy can 


take the risk, with Johnson in 
trouble comparable to Hoover's 
and Truman's, is that public 
participation gradually is be- 
coming more important than 
the organization. One evidence 
of this was seen in New Hamp- 
shire, where an outpouring of 
nonpolitical citizens (mostly 
young people) simply 
over- 


whelmed "the organization." 


Another is the emphasis now 


being put on primaries and 
polls; the former are no longer 
the "eyewash" Truman once 
called them, and the latter are 
probably more Important than a 
good-sized delegation. Such is 
the psychological impact on the 
public of winning votes in pri- 
maries and standing high in the 
polls that it is hard to believe 
that anyone could get elected 
president without doing either. 


The conclusive factor, how- 
ever, Is television; that 
is 


what pulls all the other shifts 
toward participation politics in- 
to a related historical pattern, 
ft is television that gives a pri- 
mary 
campaign and victory 


their impact; television that 
allows candidates to go over the 
heads of organizations 
and 


delegates; television that focus- 
es upon personality rather than 
upon record of party service. 


If an incumbent president now 


is1 to be denied renomination 
for the first time in the modern 
era, it is because television, 
the primaries and the polls, 
working on a population that is 
moving out of the patterns with* 
in which party organizations 
were effective, can now gener- 
ate and turn loose the kind of 
mass participation that pro- 
duced McCarthy's strong show, 
ing in New Hampshire. 


The Democratic delegates at 


Chicago will be more repre* 
sentative of the old politics 
than the new, so the odds still 
favor Johnson. But if either 
Kennedy or McCarthy can take 
the nomination away from him, 
it might also mean that par. 
ticipation politics could be fbe 
antidote for the party spilt mat 
surely would result, many case, 
their presence in the race shows 
how far wehave come, and which 
way we are gome.

WASHINGTON-The Johnson administration's 


apparent love of the military was highlighted 
last week in the middle of the gold crisis when 
George F. Woods, president of the World Bank, 
OK»d a $12.5 million loan to the Greek military 
dictatorship. 


This was on the same day that trading in gold 


reached such a frenzied peak that the London 
gold market was ordered shut 
down. 


The loan could not have been 


made without the blessing of the 
United States, and it meant 
an export of precious dollars at 
a time when we were supposed to 
be nursing dollars. 


Mr. Woods; who shortly steps 


down as World Bank president 
to be succeeded by ex-Secretary 
of Defense Robert McNamara, 
OK?d the loan to the Greek military one day after 
receiving a strong protest from Andreas Pa- 
pandreou, former University of Minnesota and 
California professor and exiled cabinet member 
in his father's Center Union government. This 
was the largest political party in Greece when 
the Greek colonels stepped in to throw out par- 
liamentary rule. Andreas has been in jail most 
of the time since. 
For some strange reason the Greek dictator- 


ship has enjoyed special concessions from the 
Johnson administration. It and Finland are the 
only two countries to be exempted from the ban 
on UJS. investments abroad. The position of 
democratic Finland is understandable because 
it has religiously paid its war debts to the United 
States. 
The special favoritism given the Greek 


dictatorship is explained by some diplomats as 
resulting from the fact that Tex Thornton, chair, 
man of Litton Industries and a friend of LBJ's 
has a contract with the Greek military to send 
American industry to Greece on a commission 
basis. 
Obviously, no American industry can invest 


in Greece if there is a ban on the shipment of 
dollars abroad; so Litton was able to wangle 
an exemption from this ban. Dan Brewster, in 
charge of the State Department's Greek desk 
and very pro-military, Is" also given credit for 
the loan. - 
Significantly, the European Investment Bank, 


which was supposed to advance $8 million, re- 
fused to go along with the World Bank. 


The loan will be administered in part by Dr. 


Constantino Thanos, deputy governor of the Bank 
of Greece, > recently exposed for plagiarizing 
the thesis which won him his doctor's degree 
from Columbia University. This column report- 
ed Oct. 6, 1967, that Thanos had plagiarized his 
thesis from Dr. J. A. Galbraith of McGill Uni- 
versity in Toronto. The Toronto Globe and Mail 
of March 5 reported that Columbia University 
will shortly remove the doctor's degree which 
Thanos received under false pretenses. 


Note: The Greek Embassy public relations ma- 


chine has been busy writing letters to editors in 
SYLVIA PORTER 


opposition to critical newspaper columns. It even 
contacted prominent Greek-Americans in Cali- 
fornia asking that they deluge Rep. Don Edwards 
of San Jose with 500 letters because he had 
spoken out against the Greek dictatorship. For a 
foreign embassy to influence American politics 
is a violation of international law. It will be 
interesting to see what, if anything, Dan Brew- 
ster of the State Department does about this 
Greek intrusion into American politics.

Thousands of newspaper columns have been 


written regarding the Gulf of Tonkin resolution 
and the fact that many Senators now regret rush- 
ing it through with little debate, thereby giving 
the Johnson administration an official stamp of 
approval for the war in Vietnam. 


Almost nothing has been written, however, 


about the two Senators who refused to be rush- 
ed into the war vote--Wayne Morse of Oregon 
and Ernest Gruening of Alaska, both Democrats. 


If s now clearly demonstrated by secret mes- 


sages exchanged between the commander of the 
USS Maddox in the Gulf of Tonkin and the Penta- 
gon in Washington that he was not at all sure 
he had been attacked. Yet the Senate, acting on 
false information rushed up to it by the Penta- 
gon, voted overwhelmingly that there had been 
an act of aggression against the United States. 
Sen. William Fulbright, D»Ark., chairman of the 
Foreign Relations Committee, has now publicly 
expressed his regret for the haste and apologized 
to the American people. 


The two Senators who owe no apology for voting 


"no" have had a consistent record for opposing 
war; so consistent that their no votes and speech- 
es are no longer considered news and are played 
down by the press wire services. 


Senator Morse, while consistently opposing 


President Johnson on Vietnam, has battled 
valiantly for the President as a labor mediator 
in five vitally important strikes, which has won 
him the bitter opposition of the Machinists' 
Union. 


Senator Gruening, the father of Alaskan state- 


hood, first proposed that the United States get 
out of Vietnam on March 10, 1964, six months 
before the Tonkin resolution. He has been con- 
sistent ever since. His latest proposal is that 
draftees not be required to fight in Vietnam, 
since there has been no declaration of war 
against North Vietnam. 
Protesting draftees 


could serve in the armed services elsewhere. 
Those who enlist, plus draftees who are willing 
to go, Senator Gruening argues, would supply 
enough troops for the "illegal" war. 
+ 
CIA reports that Arab Communists and Mos- 


lem fanatics, though at opposite extremes of the 
political spectrum, have joined forces to threaten 
the stability of the Egyptian government. The 
CIA report warned that a communist takeover 
of Egypt was a distinct possibility within the 
next three years. 
The Communists, for ex- 


ample, have been exploiting the trials of army 
officers in order to undermine public faith in 
the regime.

Before 
the 


spring break- 
up 
actually 


took place, one 
could sense its 
coming. 
The 


days of good 
s now s h oe- 
ing were over. 
One had to get 
out long before 
dawn, 
while 


the snow was still crusted, and 
get back to camp before early 
afternoon 
to avoid wallowing 


too 
long 
in wet snow that 


weighted one's snowshoes. By 
mid-afternoon the top layer of 
ice on the lakes had melted 
and one walked in several inch- 
es of water. 
When crossing 


these lakes one could of ten hear 
an ominous rumbling sound as 
the ice settled along the shore 
line. The breath of spring was 
in the air, and all five senses 
were aware of it, even though 
it was still a white world all 
about one. 


On an Easter Sunday in the 


first week of April thirty-nine 
years ago, I spent tbe day on 
snowshoes as I headed for the 
railroad and civilization-a trip 
that took three days of hard 
snowshoeing. I had spent nine- 
ty days on snowshoes, and I was 
tired of being a slave to them. 
I wanted to walk like a free man 
again with the feel of the good 
solid earth under me. 


There were two periods in 


Quebec when I wanted expert 
counseling so that I could get 
out of the woods safely. One 
was in the fall when we had to 
break the ice along the lake 
shore to launch our canoes. I 
didn't want to linger any longer 
than necessary for fear that the 
great freeze would come over- 
night and cover the lakes with 
ice making canoe transporta- 
tion impossible. The other 
psriod that worried me was near 
the time of the spring break- 
up. I didn't want to be caught 
without water transportation 
when the ice was about to go 
out and I could no longer cross 
the lakes on foot. 


The accumulation of snow and 


ice from a long winter in the 
North country is a powerful 
force when released by the 
warmth of the sun during the 
spring breakup. Just when this 
force will be released has al- 
ways been a point of argument 
among the natives. Some claim 
to be able to predict almost 
to the minute when the ice will 
give way, and the breakup will 
begin. 


In the Adirondacks, when log 


drives were still an annual oc- 
currence, the river drives 
started around Easter time. I 
was too late to see sawlogs go 
down the rivers, but I watched 
thousands of cords of peeled 
tpulpwood make the long run' 
by water to Glens Falls on the 
Hudson. 


I never envied the river driv- 


er-. He had to be tough to wade 
out in ice water. He had to be 
sure-footed as a mountain goat, 
as graceful as a ballet dancer, 
have the courage of a Spanish 
bull fighter, and be expert with 
peavey and pike pole. Calked 
boots and high water pants, held 
up by a pair of bright colored 
suspenders, set him off as a 
river man. 


When the foreman of a river 


drive shouted, "Jump in boys, 
she ain't bilin' ", he meant 
what he said. If a new hand 
was afraid to Jump into swift, 
icy water—sometimes wetting 
himself to the waist-he could 
never make a river driver. 


Good roads into the woods, 


and truck transportation, have 
put an end to river driving 
throughout most of the North- 
east. A colorful era has come 
to an end, and the spring break- 
up lacks the meaning that it 
once had. 
Ironically enough, the very 


time when the logs rode wild 
and free on the backs of great 
rivers is a time when the log 
trucks are now immobilized. 
The spring breakup is mud sea- 
son in the North woods, and the 
bottoms drop out of the roads.

The American Nightmare

WASHINGTON - The Ameri- 


can dream now threatens to turn 
into a nightmare, as indicated 
by a previous analysis of the 
report of the President's riot 
commission. The nightmare is 
American APARTHEID, caused 
by the transformation of the 
great cities into vast, stagna- 
ting/ jobless, hopeless black 
ghettos, while the white ma- 
jority (arming, no doubt, for 
self-defense) occupies the sur- 
rounding suburbs and the coun- 
tryside. 


Just that is 


what the riot 
c o m m i s - 
s i o n report 
predicts, 
at 


any rate be- 
tween the lines 
of Its dreary 
official prose. 
The prediction 
is solidly sub- 
stantiated, al- 
though the re- 
port can-indeed must-be criti- 
cized on several other grounds. 
To begin with, it is dominated 
by the usual American liberal 
confusion between an explana- 
tion and an excuse. 


Your .rival in business, love 


or whatever may well behave in 
a manner richly provocative of 
instant homicide. But murder, 
ing your rival is still an im- 
permissible expedient. 
The 


same holds true of the Negro 
rioters in Detroit and Newark. 
There was no excuse for what 
they did, although there was-- 
and is, God save usl-an all- 
too-ample explanation. 


Again, the riot commission re- 


port is marked by the usual 
American liberal lack of any 
sense of practical priorities. 
The Job Corps, for instance, is 
an obviously well-intentioned 
enterprise. Yet it costs close 
to $9,000 for each trainee. Only 
one trainee in every two is res. 
cued by the Job Corps for pro- 
ductive work. And $18,000 per 
rescue is too much. The same 
cost - effectiveness objection 
can be made to most of the pro- 
jects of the poverty program, 
and some others as well. And 
so much money is required to 
deal with our urban and racial 
problems that strict cost effect, 
iveness ought now to be the rule. 


Yet again, the riot commission 


was a bit mealy-mouthed in its 
denial of any conspiracy behind 
last summer's riots. The re. 
port merely says, quite truth- 
fully, that black racists preach* 
ing violence helped to create an 
atmosphere of riots. And it fails 
to take note of the accumulating 
evidence that there will be 
active conspiracy to provoke 
riots next summer. 


These objections are all trif- 


ling, however, compared to the 
really central criticism that 
one is compelled to make. As 
on all other subjects, the riot 
commission report is virtuous 
and right-minded about educa- 
tion. But it is sadly woolly in 
Its educational recommenda- 
tions. And it whoolly fails to 
stress the key fact that educa- 
tion is the string of Ariadne 
mat can show the way put of the 
racial labyrinth's dark terrors. 


This is clearly demonstrable, 


moreover. Until only about 20 
years ago, Chinese-Americans 
were so cruelly and harshly 
discriminated against as Ne- 
gro-Americans. 
Then, highly 


educated Chinese newcomers, 
like the youthful-Nobel Prize- 
winners Drs. Yang and Lee, 
•bowed the way to the poor Chi- 
new of the Chinatowns. All be- 
gan to feel hope, to seek Ml 
.education and to reach for op- 
portunity. 
High achievement 


occurred more and more. And 


the barriers of prejudice and 
discrimination almost every- 
where fell down. 


That proves, at least, that 


education and achievement can 
overcome skin color-and thank 
God for itl 
It by no means 


proves, however, that our Negro 
fellow-citizens can, or should, 
be expected to imitate our Chi- 
nese fellow-citizens. 


The Chinese had the world's 


strongest and most supporting 
family culture, not to mention 
the world's strongest racial 
pride, to help them on a hard 
road. We, the white majority 
in America, have the guilt and 
blame for destroying the na- 
tive cultures of our Negro mi* 
norlty and for depriving them of 
pride of race as well. Black 
power, to the extent that it may 
strengthen cultures and rein- 
still racial pride, is wholly 
admirable and desirable, in- 
deed. 


These things being true, none- 


theless, any fool ought to see 
that there is no way out of the 
labyrinth unless the Ariadne's 
thread of better education for 
the children of the ghetto is 
seized with both hands. Today, 


as the riot commission report 
indicates, nearly half the 400,- 
000 Negro boys and girls reach* 
ing 18 each year have not fin- 
ished high school, mainly be- 
cause they could not keep up. 


Those who do finish high 


school, furthermore, are on 
average three years and three 
months behind on graduation. 
They have been in school 12 
years, in other words, but have 
an average hardly more than an 
eighth-grade education. These 
figures really mean that nine 
out of 10 of all Negroes reach- 
Ing 18 each year are education- 
ally unfitted 'to compete in a 
modern, highly technical so- 
ciety such as ours. 
- 


They are, in fact, educational- 


ly segregated, and would always 
be so segregated, even if they 
had a Swedish skin color.: Only 
change this-and it will cost un- 
counted billions! Only make 
them competitive! Only aid 
them to achieve! There, for the 
long pull, is the one real way 
out that will save us from an 
American 
future 
violating 


every noble tradition, every 
high ideal of our country's hon- 
ored past.

The divisions among our 
citizens do not stop at state 
boundaries— and neither can our 
concern. . . 
"The gulf between our people 


will not be bridged by those who 
preach violence, or by those 
who burn and loot.

Kennedy said he came to Ala- 


bama early in his campaign be- 
cause, "I believe that any who 
seek high office this year must 
go before all Americans: Not 
Just those who agree with them, 
but also those who disagree. . ."

South's four heart contract, 
West first reviewed the auc- 
tion. Inasmuch as South had 
shown a two suited hand and 
North had supported hearts 
originally, it appeared prob- 
able that the declarer would 
endeavor to use the dummy's 
trumps to ruff out his club 
losers. 


In order to inhibit the 


establishment of the club 
suit, West opened a trump, 
selecting the four as his lead.

In the earliest days of Tidi- 


oute or Deerf ield as it was then 
called, every pioneer had to be 
part lumberman, part farmer in 
order to survive. And survive 
and grow they did, until 1859 
there w.ere some 400 inhabi- 
tants. 
First let's draw a picture of 
sites occupied by the first fam- 
ilies in Deerfield. To the west 
of Tidioute, out Babylon Hill 
was the farm of Michael Gor- 
man Sr., who settled on 400 
acres, which later became the 
village of Gorman. 
Here he 


started tha first grist mill, and 
was also in the lumber busi- 
ness. 
Michael McGraw, who 


came here in 1830 with his 
brothers Edward, Benjamin and 
John, acquired 400 acres and 
hewed out a fine farm and even- 
tually a big settlement of Me- 
Graws, many of whom still sur- 
vive. 
Near Gordon Run, Sam Farsh- 


all_who came here in 1824, set- 
tled 6ii 200 acres and built his 
first home which was also used 
as the first post office, when he 
was made postmaster in 1824. 
His home was also used as a 
voting place. 


William Klnnear moved here 


from Venango Co., and located 
on 200 acres along the river. 
The tract included two miles of 
Tidioute Creek from its mouth. 
On this he built the first saw 
mill in Deerfield in 1827. 
Thomas Arters, our first set. 
tier, had a tract of 400 acres at 
the mouth of Tidioute creek. 
Later he received 100 acres 
of this tract for a permanent 
settlement and built the first 


frame house in 1826 which still 
stands and is now owned and 
occupied by Robert Schwab and 
his family. During its lifetime, 
the house which stands next to 
the Presbyterian Church; has 
had many repairs and improve- 
ments. Since Arters day, it has 
been occupied by L. D. Galligen, 
George J. Smutz, William Imel, 
Harry and Martha Jennings and 
Charles Sage, prior to its pres- 
ent owner. 
In the beginning, 


Arters also had 400 acres lo- 
cated across the river in Lime- 
stone Twp. 
Samuel McGuire who was Ar- 
ters first neighbor, claimed 200 
acres and settled at the mouth 
of McGuire Run about 1810. 
Later, part of his tract was 
purchased by Samuel Grandln 
who built his home in 1867. 
Many years later, a part of the 
original tract became part of the 
present Tidioute cemetery. 


Anthony Courson brought his 


family here in 1825 and located 
on a 400-acre tract along the 
river near the end of the pres- 
ent borough. He became a lum- 
ber man, farmer and also opened 
one of the first taverns. His 
great 
grandson, 
Benjamin 


Wayne Courson of 333 Mainst., 
lives with his wife on part cf the 
original tract of land. 


Now we go north and east .be- 


yond the present borough lim- 
its, to the original site of Sam 
Magee's holdings at the mouth 
of Magee Run. He was the first 
justice of peace in the township, 
farmed and marketed lumber. 


Following up the old "Snake 
Trail" road, we come to the lo- 
cation of pioneer John Conklin 
Jr., who arrived at the age of 17 
and became a man of prom- 
inence in the lumbering field. 
Descendants of his family still 
own a home on Conklin Run. 


Charles Smith Sr., who ar- 


rived in 1807, even before Sam 
McGuire, located his familv 
about five miles north of Tidi- 
oute and, he too became a man 
of prominence in the lumber 
business. 


In the vicinity of Althom, which 


once was a small hamlet, John 
Thompson arrived in 1817,kept 
the first tavern and, he too be- 
came affluent in business deals. 
. A first pioneer, along with Sam 
Arters, was Robert Hunter who

settled in Limestone township 
in 1808. His acreage was about 
two miles down river from Tidi- 
oute Creek, His son Mathew 
remained on the farm after the 
death of his father and for many 
years made and marketed fine 
pine lumber as well as farming 
his land. 
According to authentic sour- 
ces, it was his son Jahu who 
planted the long row of shade 
trees from the bridge to his 
farm along both sides of the 
now Route 62. Most of the trees 
have now fallen victim of old 
age and have been or now are 
being removed. The old Hunter 
residence, 
about two miles 


down the river, where Mathew's 
son Jahu was born, still stands 
and is now unoccupied. Until 
recently it remained in the Hunt- 
er family. 


The son Jahu grew to manhood 


and became one of the most 
prominent and public minded 
citizens of the area. In 1857 
he built a spacious home, on 
the corner of Main and Church 
streets. This home has been' 
kept in perfect repair, is still 
owned by Hunter heirs and is 
used as their summer home. 


Christian 
Roup, who came 


here in 1829, was justice of the 
peace for many years. 


James Magill, oldest son of 


Arttiurv Magill, arrived here in 
1812, became the first con- 
stable of Deerfield and mar- 
ried one Rhoda Par shall and had 
eight children. Arthur C. Ma- 
gill, also a son of Arthur, mar- 
ried Jane, a daughter of Anthony 
and Elizabeth Courson and set- 
tled on a part of the Courson 
land. One of his sons, Lyman 
Beecher, had a son of the same 
name, whose son Lyman Beech- 
er is living presently in War- 
ren. Lyman's sister the late 
Emma Magill who married Ar- 
thur Kernick-is survived by her 
son Edward and his son Ed- 
ward Jr., who live on McGuire 
Run road.
